CMEROIDERY FOR THE QUEEN.

Queen Alexandra Has Walved Court
Rules to Accept a Preaent.

That no presents tan be received by mom-
mers of the royal family save -from per-
sonal friends s one of the sirictest un-
written rules of the English court. The
acoeplance by Queen Alexandra of an em-
broldered tea set from kn American womhn
In, therefore, & compliment ne unusual as It
u#auuuum. :

ough the courtedy of Mrs, Amearet
Gilehrist, photographs of the work, now
ready for shipment, have been made and
wre here reproduced.

From the completion of the famous Bay-
oux tapestry, which was nol tapestry at
all, but rude figures worked with the fa-
miliar eross stitech on a band of canvas
only twenty Inches wide, but over 200 feet
long, down to the hideous worsted “land-
scapés” of our grandmothers, embroidery
a8 _an art, made little progreas, if we ex-
copt some of the beautiful ecclewlastical
neodlework of the middle ages.

Bheer pluck., she al Iast Eonsidered Thef
work worthy of publie exhibition, and sent
to the Chicsgo exposition & magnificant set
of sixty pieces, embroidersed with a design
of bulterfly orchids, which wasa abown by
the consont of Mme. Pattl, for whom it
was worked. AL onee Mrs. Gllchrist liter-
ally awoke to find berself famous. The
sllk - imitating the actual texture of the
flower was even beiter than (bhe brush.

When It was decided to send over a ocase
of American needlework to the recont Paris
axposition Mre. Glichrist was asked fo con-
tribute a plece. She selected an arrange-
ment of pansies hanging loossly over a rib-
bon, from a painting by a French artist,
neing, however, the natural flowers to wark
from. The commiltee on awards unani-
mounly gave her the gold medal over nll
other competitora for heauty and nstural-
neas of -color and deaign.

The exquisite beauty of thla panel at-
tracted the attentlom of Queen Alenundra,
who bns all a woman's fondness for em-
broldery, and when Mra. Ollchrist, who had
previously walnly tried to get some of her
work accepted by Queen Victoria, wrole
with lttle hope of wiuccess to Queen Alox-
andra’s privale secretary, Lady Knolly, she
was surprised and delighted to recelve a
courteous accepimances from her “‘owing to
the unusual elreumstances. '

Mrs. Glichriet declded on an adaptation
of the design used for the Parls sxposition
worked on & tem set as her gift to the
queen. In making the designs for this set
Mre. Glichrist Arst made a careful water-
color drawlng direct from nature, From
this the working deslgn was ocutlined, free-
hand, with ordinary pen and ink directly
upon the cloth. Commencing at the outer
edge of each petal every leaf was worked
toward the center. Every few stitches the
nesdle was refillod with wilk & shade darker
or lighter, as the oase might be, from the
skein arranged in exact color gradations
in front of her. Prom this description it
will be seen that Mrs. Gilchrist's ‘method
of art needlework differe from that of the
palnter only In a technloal way. Every
HtUe shadow on the flower 18 falthfully ro-
produced, and there are thousands of tiny
stitches In each pansy.

The exceeding neatness and care by
which the soft, emooth, velvety texture Is
achieved may be best illustrated by the
fact that it Is very diMcult to distingulsh
one aide from the other. No knots or loose
ends are allowed to show.

Lately Mrs, Glichrist haa turned her st
tention toward the popular beadwork and
has achleved great success lu applylog the
